1, This list is intended for Nurserymen, Landscape Architects, Florists and 
Dealers, who are in the market for nursery stock in quantity, 


2. The stock herein offered is strictly first-class in all respects, all nursery grown, 
and every tree, shrub, plant and vine, has been transplanted, all shade trees twice, 
all evergreens three times. 


3. We will supply five at the ten rate, and fifty at the hundred rate; but we cannot 
furnish long lists of varieties, two or three of a sort, either at the hundred or ten rate. 


4. We commence shipping about Aprilist in the spring, continuing until May 15th 
or 20th; and in the fall about October ist, continuing until the ground freezes. 


5. All varieties of evergreen can be transplanted with safety in April or May, 
and mest varieties of evergreens Gan be transplanted with safety in August or Septem- 
ber. 


6. We never substitute unless authorized to do so by the purchaser. Incase we 
are sold out of the variety ordered, the customer is notified at once. 


7. To avoid misunderstanding, purchasers should be careful in ordering to state 
size. 1 to 2 ft., 2 1-2 to 3 ft., 3 to 4 ft., etc., just as noted in list. 


8. Purchasers will please give explicit shipping directions. State in all cases 
whether you want your goods by freight or express. When no special mode of 
conveyance is mentioned, we will forward according to our best judgment, but we 
cannot assume any responsibility after the goods are delivered to the forwarders. 


9. We pack carefully in boxes and bales, using damp moss to protect the roots, 
for which a charge will be made sufficient to cover cost. 


10. Terms cash, except to reliable parties we are glad to aliow until June ist on 
spring “ills and December ist on fall bills. All spring bills remaining unpaid June ist 
and fall bills December ist will be subject to sight draft without further notice, unless 
special arrangements are made. 


114. We will not ship any stock, or accept orders from unknown parties, without 
cash in advance, satisfactory reference or security of some sort. On receiving orders 
from parties who have no commercial rating, but accompanied by reference, we will at 
once communicate with the reference, and if satisfactory reply is received, the plauts 
will be shipped.

BETTER KNOWN 


Euonymus alatus is a most desirable shrub, either 
for individuals, groups, or the background of large 
border plantings. With age it attains perfection 
in shape. It is a clean hardy shrub, the autumn 
coloring of which is gorgeous. 

Euonymus obovatus is a low-growing, trailing 
shrub, that makes an excellent ground cover, that 
does well in shady places, where comparatively 


few shrubs will thrive. 


Daphne cneorum, a dwarf, spreading, evergreen 
bush, a profuse bloomer, covering itself in June 
and July with beautiiul pink, fragrant flowers, 
bearing a striking resemblance to the Mayflower, 
and flowering more or less during the entire 
season. It attains a height of from eight totwelve 
inches. It is most desirable for border planting of 
rhododendrons and other varieties of evergreen 


beds. We highly recommend Daphne cneorum. 


HOW TO REACH OUR NURSERIES 
FROM BOSTON 


Trains leave South Union Station, twenty-five 
or more trains daily, for South Framingham ; 
thence by Saxonville electric car one and one-half 
miles to within a few minutes’ walk of our office. 


The Boston & Worcester electric cars leave 
Park Square every fifteen minutes. Any Chestnut 
Hill or Brookline Village car will connect with 
South Framingham or Worcester cars—either of 
which pass near the entrance to our Nurseries. 


We have put up a sign, “FRAMINGHAM 
NURSERIES,’ on the line of the Boston & Worces- 
ter, five minutes walk from our office, and have 
arranged with the company for a stopping place at 
that point. Parties coming from Boston way will 
notify the conductor on leaving Sunnyside ; coming 
the other way—from Worcester—the conductor 
should be notified soon after leaving the Junction, 
at the corner of Eastern avenue and Concord street. 


The running time between Boston and our 
Nurseries is about one hour and ten minutes The 
fare is twenty-three cents.
